step is performed by searching sources from at least one 
predetermined list for a particular category.

11- (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the video signal 

is separated into a plurality of frames, each frame from at least a 
portion of the plurality of frames being subdivided into selectable 
regions capable of being selected during the selecting step.

step of receiving and analyzing transaction related information 
from the user.

allowing the user to authorize purchasing of the selected 
product;
